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FOREIGN  NEWS'.'  ON  APPLES 


THE* HAMBURG  AND  COPENHAGEN  APPLE  MARKETS 


Both  "barreled  and  boxed  apples  sold  at  higher  prices  on  the  Hamburg' 
auction  Thursday,  March  5,  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred 
An  Mot z,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    Baskets  sold  at  about  the  same  prices  as  last  week. 
About  75,000  boxes,  36,900  barrels  and  21,000  baskets  were- 'offered  at  the 
auction  against  67,000  boxes,  15,000  barrels  and  20,000  baskets  last  week 
and  42,000  boxes  and  700  barrels  at  this  time  last  year.    The  total  offer- 
ings this  week  on  a  box  basis  amounted  to  132,900  boxes,  or  about  the  same 
as  last  week.     Inquiry  was  strong  for  nil  sound  packs  of  American  apples. 
Most  of  the  fruit  offered  was  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  New 
York  Baldwins,  Ben  Da.vis  and  Russets,  many  of '  which  were  scalded  and  in  poor 
condition.  ■•■  

West  Virginia  Winesaps  topped  the  barreled  lots  in  price,  selling 
from  $7.86  to  $10.96  per  barrei.     Some  Pennsylvania  Black  Bens  were  offered 
at  the  auction.    These  mr.de.  $1.67  to  $2-.38  per  basket.     Prices  paid  for 
Washington  Winesaps  continued  to  climb  and  now  are  selling  at  higher  prices 
than  at  this  time  last  year.    Rome  Beauties  also  made  about  the  same  prices 
as  last  year.    Considering  the  quantities  of  apples- being  offered  at  the  auc- 
tion, the  prices  are  generally  quite  satisfactory.  -Most  of  the  low  prices  in 
the  barreled  lots  can  be  attributed  mainly  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  fruit 

About  3,200  boxes  of  pears  were  offered-  at  the  auction  compared  with 
5,000  boxes  last  week.  '  The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Prices "held  at 
about  the  same  levels  as  last  week. 

.  At  the  Copenhagen  auction  Tuesday,  March  3,  prices  were  maintained 
for  boxed  apples.    Washington  Winesaps  made  some  advance  over  last  week  in 
price.    Extra  Fancy  Washington  Winesaps, 'l50/l75,  sold  at  $2.58  to  $2.74 
against  $2.55  to  $2.62  last  week  per  box.     The  Extra  Fancy  188/smaller  size 
made  about. $2. 55  and  Fancy  188/smaller  $2.31  to  $2.43,  whereas  the  s&me  size 
in  the  "C"  grade  made  $'2.19  to  $2.25..  Extra  Fancy  150 /l  75  Oregon  Newt  owns 
sold  at  $2.68  to  $2.92  per  box.    Fancy  1 50 /l 75  New-towns-  made  $2.55  to  $2.68 
which  was  the  same  price  as  last  week.     These  prices  -are  25  cents  to  50  cents 
a  box  lower  than  those  ruling  at  Hamburg.  ■  <  •  •
